The Office of Stratogic Services in the European 
Tnoater of Operations, was ordorod to oecure by clandestine means 
military, naval, political and economic intelligence concerning 
the enemy* In order to accomplish thio mission a Secret Intelli" 
gence Branch was net up within the Office of Strategic Services, ETO, 
whose duty it was to infiltrato specially trained agents into neutral 
countries and oneciycontrolled territory, and thereby to secure 
reports on the enemy's strategic plans, tactical movements, and war 
potential. 



Lt. CASEY was appointed Chief of the Secret Intelligence 
Branch on 1 December 1%4< It was a crucial point in the develop - 
meat of o3pionago against the enemy. Throughout the previous 
summer wnd autumn the limited resources and personnel of the Branch 
had been directed towards operations against the enemy in France. 

Now it was apparent that the war would be carried into the heart 
of the German homeland , and that the Branch would be called upon 
to provide a far more detailed coverage of Germany itself than had 
originally been contemplated. Lloreover, the requirements of the 
armies for strategic and detailed tactical military intelligence 
had to be coordinated with tho needs of other intelligence consumers 
for information on political and economic matters, and it was 
nece 33 ary that all the resources at the disposal of the Branch be 
mobilized and redirected toward the new target. 



With unsurpassed energy, imagination, and skill Lt. 
CASEY set about the complex task which confronted him. ilew 
personnel wore obtained , special training courses were organized 
for agents who had previously been oamarkod for other duties, and^ 
techniques never before believed practical were tested and success 
fully put into operation. 



With characteristic foresight, Lt. CASEY realized from 
the start that the methods used to infiltrate agents into France and 
the Low Countries could not be employed against Germany , a country in 
which there was neither an organized underground nor a friendly popu 
lation. In operations against Germany it was vital that agent toams 
be parachuted exactly on their pinpoints, and it was desirable that 
these drops be effected during the moonless period of the month. In 
order to realize this objective Lt. CASEY organized within the Branch 
an Air Operations Section which, after much experimentation with 
different typos of aeroplanes and locator devices, finally succeeded 
in perfecting a method by which a auccessful drop could be made even 
under the most adverse conditions. 



Lt. CASEY was well aware, however, that there was far 
noro to an intelligence operation than mere mechanical perfection and 
ingenuity in parachuting an agent. Tho agent had to be amed with a
